Parallel Parking. 
On Ave. A Now 
Under New Plan 


Belle Glade’s new look in 
parking went into effect last 
Sunday ` after city workmen 
painted lanes for the new pair- 
ed parallel parking plan on Ave. 
A, according to City Manager 
C. B. Talmadge. The action was 
taken at the June 24 city com- 
mission meeting to change the 
parking scheme to allow better 
movement of traffic on that 
street. 

The new motion, as reported 
in The Herald last week brought 
the- council into unai 
agreement after they split 3-2 
on an earlier plan for paired 
parallel parking with one-way 
streets. 

The only feature of the one- 
way streets which remains in 
the new action, according to the 
motion: was -a one-way ate 
Up “for’South Canal” St. J 
from N. W. 2nd St. to Main St. 
No left turns for northbound 
Main St, traffic onto’ Canal St. 
will be allowed. No parking on 
the west side of N. W. 2nd St. 
will. be permitted and angle 
parking on the east side of the 
street will be effective as soon 
as the city obtains proper street 
signs to to designate the changes 
according to Talmadge. 

Manager Talmadge made it 
clear that motorist should be ed- 
ucated to the fact that they must 
park their cars within the yel- 
low lines provided on the streets 
and that they should refrain 
from leaving their vehicles 
parked in all or a part of the 
eight-foot* buffer zone marked 
by a large “X” on the streets.

Glades Ramie Harvest Got Underway- 


Last Week At Canal 


The 1959 ramie harvest sea- 
son got underway this week at 
Ramie Plantation of Pierce Flo- 
rida Ramie, Inc., near Canal 
Point. Highlighting this season's 
operations are two new ramie 
processing machines. 

The new machines, a harves- 
ter and a cleaning machine were 
developed by William L. Pierce, 
engineer and a member of the 
Board of Directors of Pierce Flo- 
rida Ramie, Inc. It is estimated 
by officials of the company that 
these machines will reduce the 
cost of harvesting ramie about 
50 per cent. 

The harvesting machine has 
many outstanding features over 
the older model. It is self pro- 
pelled with a rotary cutting 
blade. A unique tilt wheel ar- 
rangement makes a direct pick- 
up of the ramie stalk as it is

cut by the rotary blade. The 
simplicity of this compact har- 
vester will result in less ad- 
justments and repairs and op- 
erates at a faster speed than the. 
older type. It is a two man op- 
eration. j 
Commercial operation of /the 
new cleaning machine will fake 
place for the first time ‘this 
season, also. It is a further im- 
provement over -last year's 
model which was said to have 
revolutionized the ramie indus- 
try. It cleans the fibre extreme. 
ly well and at the same time 
keeps the fibres straight and 
parallel for cutting into even 
lengths or “staples”. As a re- 
sult of this, it is possible to 
spin the ramie fibre on high

Sonic Booms Not 
So Distant Here 


A supersonic test flight across 
sduth Florida Thursday by a 
B58 Hustler bomber from Eglin’ 
Air Force Base accompanied by 
two: F104 Starfighters and a 
W101B Voodoo intercepter cau- 
sed ‘sonic booms in the Glades 
area as thë planes flew at high 
altitudes across the southeast 
edge of Lake Okeechobee. 

‘According to an Associated 
Press repott, the planes left Eg- 
lin AFB about noon and flew 
over the Gulf of Mexico to the 
vicinity of the Florida Keys be- 
fore turning northeasterly in di- 
rection and heading toward the 
Atlantic near Ft. Pierce. 

‘According to the Air Force the 
sonic booms (caused when the 
planes fly faster than sound) 
through the atmosphere were to, 
have sounded like distant claps 
of thunder. According to local 
reports, the booms were any- 
thing’ but distant. 

‘The Alr Force did not disclose 
the nature of the training flight; 
however, two similar flights 
across south Florida have been 
flown.

ing techniques. 


Spray And Pray 
Only Answer For 
Ranchers’ Plight 


According to reports receiv- 
ed by Palm Beach County Cat- 
tlemen‘s Association President 
Ray Raulerson, some cattle have 
died as a result of continued 
bites by mosquitoes ,and thé 
problem promises to be a ser- 
ious one for cattlemen if wet 
weather continues to create 
breeding places for mosquitoes. 

Raulerson termed the situa- 
tion “bad” and said the problem 
was all over the southern part 
of ‘the state; and that sandland 
cattlemen were experiencing the 
same problems that Glades ran- 
chers were in the mosquito pro- 
blem. 

Spraying the cattle--especially 
the young calves, which seem 
to be bothered more than heav- 
ier stock-- appeared to be the 
only answer he said, because 
no rest and sickness could peel 
off the pounds and hurt at the 
market. 

Raulerson said this was easily 
the worst the problem had been 
since four years ago when the 
Jast reports were heard of cat- 
tle being killed by mosquitoes. 

According to reports received 
by the Herald the mosquito pro- 
blem was widespread. Reports 
from many points around the 
lake and coastal areas north and 
south were experiencing the in- 
flux of trouble from mosquitoes 
and insects. 

Dr, C. E. Haines, Assistant 
Animal Husbandman at Ever- 
glades Experiment Station, said

“Union, Farmers Form Up” 
For Central Valley Battle

California's great Central Valley, its farm country quiet 
now in the heat of an early summer, is about to become 
a battlefield. ‘ 

Not guite as bloody as Gettysburg, but the opposing 
forces are as impressive as those armies that once fought 
for that Pennsylvania farm country, é 

The nation’s giants, Organized Labor and the Farmer, 
are facing each other like sullen heavyweights—waiting tor 
the first blow. -~ 

It will come soon, possibly this fall, in the rich delta 
farm lands arourid Stockton, hub of San Joaquin County's 
$200 million-a-year industry. 

‘The fight will spread in the next few years across the 
southwestern states to the East Coast, and, eventually, the 
AFL-CIO says, into the heart of the south. 

‘THE PRIZE is one of fhe largest segment of unorganized 
labbr in the country—the farm worker. 

‘As one labor leader put it, “this is the biggest thing 
we've done since the 1930's.” 

‘This battle, which may take years to decide, will rage 
from the vegetable fields to the U. S. Senate, and will touch 
you and your neighbors in a very sensitive spot—the pocket- 
book. 


FOR A RAISE in the living standard of the nation’s pro- 
verty-ridden farm laborers will eventually mean a higher 
price tag at your dinner table. 

It just always works that way. 

There have been skirmishes between labor and the far: 
mers in the California farm country since 1909—some of 
them bitter and bloody. 

Mostly it's been a matter of hit-and-miss strikes. The 
union was repeatedly broken. 

“WE'VE GONE after elephants with pop guns,” said H. 
L. Mitchell, president of the National Agricultural Workers 
Union. “This time we've got something bigger than pop

“To the average Cuban, Fidel 
Castro has been, the Great E- 
mancipator, a symbol of return 
to the rights of the citizen, 
good government through dem_ 
ocratic choice,” Nestor Morales, 
a native of Key West, a graduate 
of the U. of Fla., and a practic- 
ing attorney of Miami, told Ro- 
tarians Friday. 
“However,” the attorney con- 
tinued, “Mr. Castro’s principal 
activities since coming to poli- 
tical power in Cuba, bring doubt 
to the minds of many. He began 
by deliberately antagonizing 
Americans, to whom Cubans 
owe so much for advanced stan.

Scientists at Everglades Ex- 
periment Station point out that 
the problem of mosquitoes was 
compounded by the recent rains 
which left pools of water which 
became stagant and created 
breeding areas for mosquitoes. 
Drier weather, they assumed, 
would bring down the number 
of insects in the area. 

Those “oldtimers will tell 
you the mosquitoes are blown 
in from the south from the 
dense part of the Everglades, 
and there’s enough of them to 
make you believe it, too.
